Kelly admitted he didn’t even put a lid on the gasoline 
san, and that he placed it near the hot water heater. 


It is 


believed fumes from the gasoline reached the pilot light in 


the heater, causing the fire. 


Neighbors calledsthe fire depart- 
ment, which responded in a few 
minutes and soon put out the blaze, 
but not before the kitchen and ‘por- 
tions of the living room had been 
gutted. 3 


The fire also disclosed that Mr. 
and Mrs. Kelly had been keeping 
unauthorized tenants, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. J. Davis and their two children. 
Kelly and the two children were in 
the apartment at the time. 


Neither Mr. nor Mrs. Davis is 
employed at the Navy Yard, and 
their residence in the Kelly apart- 
ment was unknown to the Ridge 
Point management. Needless to 
gay they are no longer residents of 
Hunter’s Point. Mr. and Mrs. Kel- 
ly, however, were transferred to 
trailer accomodations. 

Fire department officials charac- 
terized the incident as unintention- 
al sabotage. Mr. Kelly did not ex- 
plain how he happened to get gaso- 
line in a can, as OPA regulations 
call for delivery of gasoline to the 
automobile tank only.

The Navy and the Office of Ci- 
vilian Requirements of the War 
Production Board also worked in 
behalf of a theater. 

They contended that Hunter’s 
Point needs a theater for the mor- 


ale of workers at the Drydocks 


and to keep down the labor turn- 
over. 


Mr.. Harvey, who is a _ veteran 


theater builder and operator, plans 
a so-called stadium type construc- 
tion, using the present building 
without major structural changes. 
He will elevate the rear two-thirds 
of the present auditorium floor in 
such a way as to give correct 


sight-lines and eomfortable seat-— 


ing position to all patrons. 

Maximum safety will be provid- 
ed, with numerous exits and aisles. 
The main entrance and foyer will 
be extended and widened in ‘such 
a way as to give the building a 
modern, theatrical appearance and 
an attractive front. 

Comfortable upholstered seats 
will be installed and a first-class 
motion picture booth will be built. 

The policy will be that of a de 
luxe neighborhood theater, Mr. 
Harvey said, and every effort 
made to please the residents of 
Hunter’s Point.

“We are very glad to-be able to 
make it easy for residents at Hunt- 
er’s Point to give their children’s 
out-grown clothing or garments 
they no longer need themselves to 
be shipped to Russian Civilians,” 
Parker S. Maddux, chairman of the 
Northern California committee, 
stated. “The need is tremendous, 
and the Russian winter won’t be 
over for some time. We can’t ac- 
cept clothing that is too much 
worn—out we need all manner of 
garments, both for children and 


‘adults, that is clean and in good 


condition. 


“There is no doubt of the deep 
appreciation of the Russian peo- 
ple for the supplies which Russian 
War Relief has been able to ship; 
again and again we are told by our 
American representative in the 
U.S.S.R., who speaks several Rus- 
sian dialects fluently, and has been 
permitted to travel extensively 
through the areas liberated from 
the Nazis, that the only warm and 
decent clothing he saw in village 
after village had come from Amer- 
ica through Russian War Relief. 

“The children, as well as adults, 
who were wearing these garments, 
were anxious to have their distant 
American friends know how grate- 


. ful they were for help which liter- 


ally saved their lives. The Russian 
cold, which often goes to 65 below 
zero, is a frightful thing to combat 
without proper protection.”

Some time ago we mentioned 
that in the attainment of a charm- 
ing home, simplicity, comfort and 
the wise use of color play vital 
roles. 

Point apartments are simple, 
airy, functional, and so lend them- 
selves particularly well to-a direct 
simple treatment, and to the use 
of a great deal of color for vitality 
and interest. 

Drapes, curtains, rugs, b e d 
spreads, cushions, pottery, pictures, 
and .bric-a-brac are of your own 
choosing and it is in these that 
you may let your love of color have 
free ‘play. 

First, though, you should plan 
just what color or combination of 
colors you want in ‘your. rooms, 
then be true to your choice. You 
will find that the planned, intelli- 
gent use of color will do more to 
enhance the charm of your apart- 
ment than everything else put to- 
gether. But you must be consist- 
ent. 

When a room is a medley of 
many unrelated colors, you will 
find it has no particular charac- 
ter, and the value of all your pret- 
ty colored things is lost. So, if you 
have a variety of flower bowls, 
cushions, bric-a-brac, and dishes, 
pick out the few that harmonize 
around one dominant color and 
put the rest in the cupboard. It is 
far better to have fewer things 
that definitely harmonize than to 
have many in great variety. 

Plain colors, stripes, plaids and 
large prints are more effective for 
drapes and spreads than are small 
prints because the area of color is 
large, enough to be seen from a 
distance as the color it is meant to 
be, Small prints appear muddy 
from a distance and fail to give 
the effect of any definite color, 

The use of yellow is popular and 
justly so, It has a cheery vigor 
and quality of warmth, looks 
fresh, and gives light to any room. 
You might cover some cushions 
for the day bed in the living room 
avith a plain corn colored heayy 
eotten material, then accent this 
color with one or two blue-green 
or turquoise pillows. Repeat the 
yellow of the cushions in one or 
two pieces of pottery scattered 
about the room, to attain unity. 

Yellow is also attractive with 
plum color or certain shades of 
deep green. Do not use it in a 
room where rose is predominant. 

Somber, dark and heayy colors 
will not proyide the cheery living 
to be found in clear lighter tenes. 
Dark beiges, grays and browns are 
more or less depressing unless in 
very unusual settings, 

You can have lots of fun plan- 
ning and executing original color 
schemes that belong just to you 
and are an expression of yourself 
in your environment.
